The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American 
Inventors Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual 
Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2 002 do 
not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly 
or indirectly from an international application filed before 
November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the 
amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)).

names of all agents" on the various databases: Ql on risk- 
analysis; Q2 on research; Q3 on traders; and Q4 on profit 
loss.) (col 10, lines 51-53); input listings (i.e. input 
table) (col 11, line 45) that have in common one or more attribute 
values (i.e. names of all agents) (col 10, lines 51-53; 
determining, for the group of input listings (i.e. input 
table) (col 11, line 45) , a corresponding consolidated listing 
based on attribute values (i.e. by the Query Q2 
captures-attribute variable that ....)(col 11, lines 12-17) 
associated with the input listings a corresponding consolidated 
listing based on attribute values associated with the input 
listings (i.e. input table) (col 11, line 45) in said group and 
attribute values associated with consolidated listings (i.e. by 
the Query Q2 captures...attribute variable that ....)(col ll, lines 
12-17); and mapping (i.e. the schema mapping ) (col 9, lines 2- 
7) each input listing in the group of input listings ) (col 11,
